Women esptakers at a meeting held in| 
Cooper Jnion last night denounced the 
landing of United States marines at 
Vera Cruz as “a fourth-rate melo- 
drama,” and made a demonstration | 
which lasted ten minutes for ‘‘ Mother” 
Jones, for her work in Colorado in con- 
nection with the strike troubles at Trin- 
idad. 

Several of the speakers said that they 
could not teach their children to go to 
war with such an insignificant foe 
Mexico, but that if they zave up their 
sons they would want it to be for some 
such issue as John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
has made in Colorado. 

The meeting brought together 
who had refused to join the suffrage 
movement and women who were ardent 
suffrage advocates. Miss Helen Todd | 
of California, speaking on behalf of the | 
women of the suffrage states, warned | 
President Wilson that, unless he made} 
good his “‘ words of peace,”’ women 
in the States where women the | 
ballot would see to it that his one term 
was his only term. 

The organizers of the meeting began | 
to prepare for it on Tuesday under com- 
mand of Mrs. Henry Bruere, wife of the 
City Chamberiain, Notwithstanding this 
short period, so many women turned out! 
that the police had to close the doors. | 
Every seat was taken and many stood | 
in the aisles and back of the main audli- 
torium. 

There were some men present, but they 
did not participate in the proceedings. | 
A resolution was presented calling upon 
President Wilson to withdraw the ma-| 
rines now at Vera Cruz from Mexican 
soil, but it was so worded that it ap-| 
peared that only women were voting | 
upon it.

In her will, which was 
drawn up as recently as 1912 and which 
was filed for probate yestetrday, she 
provided that every possible effort 
should be made to find her brother or his 
family and that he should receive, if 
alive, one-half of her estate. 

Miss Welsh’s brother was James 
Welsh. In June, 1861, he enlisted as a 
private in Company I of the Seventy- 
first Regiment, Pennsylvania Volunteers. 
He was wounded at the Battle of Antie- 
tam and was discharged for disability. 
In 1863 he re-enlisted and served until 
April, 1865, when he was appointed to a 
clerkship in the office of the Adjutant 
General in Washington. 

In Noember, 1866, James Welsh at- 
tended the dedication of the Masonic 
Temple in Baltimore. No Nov. 20, 1866, 


he disappeared, and it was not until ten | 


days later that a body, identifie@ by 
brother Masons as his, was found in a 
dock. It was believed that he had been 
drowned or murdered. His Masonic 
friends identified the body and had it 
removed to Washington and interred. 


Miss Anna Welsh went to Washington 
on March 27, 1867, and had the body 
brought from Washington and interred 
in Greenwood Cemetery, in Brooklyn. 
She had a monument erected over his 
€rave. Forty years after the interment 
had been made, Miss Welsh was walk- 
ing along Broadway whne she was ac- 
costed by a stranger. Miss Welsh told 
Dr. Daniel E. Lorenz, the pastor of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd that she 
understood the man to say that he was 
her brother. She said, howeer, that she 
was too astonished to reply, and that 
the man, after a second’s hesitation, 
walked on. This was the last time that 
Miss Welsh saw the stranger, 
never forgot it. 

When she drew up her will on July 
80, 1912, she left her estate to Dr. 


Lorenz, in trust, directing that one-half} 


of the estate be paid to her brother, 
James Welsh, “if living.’’ 

“Tf, after due efforts have been ex- 
pended to find James Welsh and his 
children,’’ the will sets forth, “‘ and if, 
after the money shall be held in trust 
many years, no trace of them can be 
discovered, I request and direct that 
my executor shall distribute the same 
according to his judgment and discre- 
tion.”’ 

Miss Welsh left the other half of her 
estate of Mrs. Jane Guthrie, a friend, 
*‘ provided she gives aid to my broth- 
ers family if they at any time should 
be destitute.”” Her brother was un- 
married at the time of his disappear- 
ance and the last letters which he wrote 
to his sister showed that he had no 
intention of being married. 

The petition for probate of the will 
was filed by Dr. Lorenz, who told the 
story of Mr. Welsh’s disappearance, and 
fave as his belief, after due investiga- 
tion, that Miss Welsh’s brother was 
drowned in 1866.

She can tell the difference between 
singles and home runs, she follows the 
progress of the game through the umpires 
and seldom refers to her father for any in- 
formation, Mer wonderfully retentive mem- 
ory enables her to carry many of the feat- 
ures of the gontests in her mind, although 
she takes a number of notes and scores the 
game in regulation style. After the game 
Miss Harris uses the typewriter to tell her 
story of the game, with her father to read 
off the notes taken by her during the game, 
She is a public schoo] scholar and is able to 
keep abreast with the other girls not s0 
xfflicted in the high school whilch she at- 
tends. 
It certainly seemed good to be in the 
dear old grand stand again from which 
less than seven months I had de- 
parted amid a throng of sad, broken- 
hearted fans who had witnessed the 
last tragedy of the world’s series.

| glad I was to hear the same old sounds 
|egain! The cheering of the fans as

In their affidavits showing why they 
had not learned earlier of the newly dis- 
covered evidence, the attorneys said they 
were combated on every side by pub- 
lic prejudice and that it was difficult 
for them to learn anything at all. They 
quoted certain grounds for the orig- 
inal motion for a new trial, denied by 
the Supreme Court, to which Judge 
Roan certified about.the attitude and 
behavior of the erowds in the court 
during the trial. 

Leonard Haas read his own affidavit 
that he had read the brief filed by the 
Solicitor General with the Supreme 
Court in this case and found therein 
emphatic language by the __ Solicitor 
stressing on the importance of the dis- 
covery of the hair on the lathe. 

Charges that prejudice against Frank 
was intense in the days preceding his 
trial and at the time of the appeal, and 
that persons who had information fa- 
vorable to his case feared to reveal it 
was made in the affidavit of his law- 
yers. , 

Only the attorneys engaged in the case 
at the time—Messrs. Rosser, Brandon, 
Arnold, and Herbert Haas—signed the 
affidavit. It was asserted that stories 
of such vileness had been circulated 
against the prisoner that the whole pub- 
lic had become embittered and preju- 
diced, and almost unanimously wanted 
a conviction 

This situation, according to the law- 
vers, made it almost impossible to get 
information of the circumstances that 
were favorable to their client. Persons 
having such information, they said, 
withheld it because of the undesirable 
publicity it would give them, and be- 
cause they feared they would be hurt 
in reputation or in a business way. 


Say Facts Were Hidden, 


The lawyers represented to Judge Hill 
that, although they had spent weeks and 
months in the endeavor to bring to light 
every fact and circumstance of the 
crime of Mary Phagan's murder, there 


had been many things hid which had 
not been discovered until work was be- 
gun on the extraordinary motion for a 
new trial. 

The first point made on the extraor- 
dinary motion was that the hair found 
on a lathe on the second floor, and used 
by the State to show that the crime 
was committed on the second floor, was 
not Mary: Phagan’s hair. This point 
was based on the opinion of Dr. H. F. 
Harris, as first expressed several weeks 
ago. Dr. Harris then stated that be- 
fore the trial he made a microscopic 
comparison of it with Mary Phagan's 
hair and it was unlike that hair. The 
defense discovered this after the trial, 
said the motion, 

The defense’s contention was_ based 
on Miss Jimmie Mayfield’s affidavit 
that she saw the hair found on the 
lathe and believed it was not Mary 
Phagan’s, and on similar affidavits by 
Mrs. Cora Falta and by Miss Alice Mar- 
jorie McCord. 

The next gzound was concerned with 
Albert Mckfiight’s repudiation, since 
withdrawn by the negro, of the testl- 
mony he gave for the State at the trial. 

Next came the evidence based on the 
affidavit by Mrs. J. B. Simmons that 
she heard screams coming from the 
factoyy basement about 2:30 or 3 o'clock 
on the afternoon of the murder, com- 
bating Conley’s story that the girl's 
was moved to the basement by 
him and Frank before 1:30 o'clock, 

The motion next took up Mrs, Ethe’ 
Harris Millei’s affidavit, supporting the

Dewey Howell's affidavit that she was 
coached into testifying against Frank's

Confirms Story of Screams, 


An affidavit corroborating the asser- 
tion of Mrs. J. B. Simmons that she 
heard screams issuing from the base- 
ment of the National Pencil Factory at 
2:30 o’clock in the afternoon of April 
26, 1913, was introduced by counsel for 
Frank. The affidavit was sworn to by 
Mrs. Eligabeth Cohen of 40 Robins 
Street, who swore that she came down 
town on the day Mary Phagan was mur- 
dered and about 3 o’clock, after watching 
the Memorial Day parade, met Mrs. 
Simmons near Forsyth Street. She asked 
Mrs. Simmons how she enjoyed the 


‘*T’ve been badly frightened and scared 
by hearing a girl scream in the base- 
ment of the National Peneil Factory.’’ 

Mrs. Cohen said she laughed and told 
Mrs. Simmons that it probably was 
somebody celebrating Memorial Day and 
having a good time.

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MORMONS BREAK UP 
ENEMIES’ MEETING 


Son of Apostle Moses Thatcher 
Denounces Frank J. Cannon, 
Who Assails Church. 


DEFENDS FATHER’S RECORD 


— 


Cther Intruders Call Speaker “Liar” 
and “Ingrate’—Resolutions to 
Check Mormonism Here Adopted. 


Resolutions condemning the aggress- 
iveness of the Mormon Church and ¢all- 
ing upon President Wilson, Congress, 
and Mayor Mitchel to curb the church's 
progress had just been passed at an 
anti-Mormon demonstration in Carnegie 
Hall last night when a handful of Mor- 
mons swept up to the platform. Fora 
time it appeared likely that blows would | 
be struck, and that Frank J. Cannon of 
Utah, formerly United States Senator, 
and once a Mormon, would get the brunt 
of the attack. 

Women and clergymen crowded about 
the Senator and shielded him while he 
shouted stinging rebukes to his attack- 
ers. Men and women jumped upon} 
chairs and tables, and the excitement 
became so intense that the auditorium | 
was cleared by the janitors, | 

Mr, Cannon appeared as the main} 
speaker at the demonstration of whicn| 
the National Reform Association of | 
Pittsburgh, a branch of the Interna-} 
tional Council for Patriotic Service, was | 
in charge. It was generally known | 
that he was to launch a nation-wide 
crusade against Mormonism at the 
meeting. A thousand church congre- 
gations. bad been notified. Tickets, too, 
had been sent to the various churches. 
By some means a few of them got into 
the hands of Mormons. Anarchists 
also presented a few at the door. The 
hall was not filled. 

Mr. Cannon, whose father, the late 
George Q. Cannon, was second only in 
importance to Brigham Young, severed 
his relations with the Mormon Church 
ten years ago and began preaching 
against it. Last night he made a fierce} 
arraignment of the church and _ its 
teachings. He charged that the church 
had potential political influence in| 
eleven States and that the Mormons 
had twenty-two more or less friendly 
votes in the United States Senate. 

The attack centered mainly upon the 
personal life of Joseph F. Smith, Presi- 
dent of the church, whom he denounced 
for violating the covenants entered into 
with the United States in 1890, and 
charged with still practicing polygamy. 
He also produced a book of the cove- 
nants and commandments of the church 
which had been purchased in this city, 
and charged that the United States mail | 
had been used to disseminate treason- 
able doctrines and also the doctrine of 
polygamy. 

After Mr. Cannon’s speech, the reso- 
lutions were put to a _ vote. They 
called on President Wilson not to ap- 
point Mormons to any political offices, 
on the Senate and House to pass the 
pending resolution to amend the Consti- 
tution so as to prohibit polygamy, and 
on Mayor Mitchel to refuse to permit 
Mormon elders to preach Mormonism, 
and to refuse a permit for the erection 
of a Mormon Tabernacle in this city, 

From the balconies there were several | 
“noes.” One man, an anarchist, also| 
voted “‘no’”’ from a seat near the stage, |

TO PAY SIEGEL DRAFTS. 


Levy Mayer Expected to Renew 
Offer to Bank Depositors. 


An order was prepared for the indorse- 
ment of United States District Judge 


Charles M. Hough yesterday afternoon 
directing Henry Melville, receiver for 
Henry Siegel & Co., bankers, to refund 
sums amounting to a little more than 
$700 to persons who bought drafts from 
the failed private bank of Siegel and 
Vogel. The receiver, in his discretion, is 
to pay back the deposits of all those who 
bought drafts in the last week of the 
bank's business when it can be ascer- 
tained that the money they paid in was 
included in the balance of cash on hand 
when the bank was put in the hands of 
the receiver. 

Up to last night, Mr. Melville said he 
had sent out checks to 1,450 depositors 
in payment of their pro rata share of 
the general fund of $400,000, including 
funds raised by the Creditors’ Commit- 
tee, reorganizing the Simpson Crawford 
Store, and the proceeds of the $100,000 
bond filed with the State Controller 
when Siegel and Vogel started their pri- 
vate bank. The depositors paid thus far 
have received 15.3 cents on the dollar, 
More than 5,000 depositors have sent 
their pass books to the receiver, and ex- 
pert accountants are working overtime 
to figure out the sums due to the de- 
positors, 

The examination of Henry Siegel and 
Frank BH. Vogel in bankruptcy proceed- 
ings before United States Commissioner 
Alexander Gilchrist, which was sched- 
uled for yesterday morning at 10:30 
o'clock, was postponed for a week by 
mutual consent of William H. Bonynge 
of Olcott, Gruber, Bonynge & McManus, 
counsel for the petitioners, and counsel 
for Siegel and Vogel. 

Levy Mayer, the Chicago attorney rep- 
resenting Mrs. rank E, Vogel and the 
estate of Nelson Morris, who was here 
several weeks ago offering to make 
restitution to the depositors to the ex- 
tent of $300,000 if Siegel and Vogel were 
not prosecuted, returned to New York 
unexpectedly yesterday morning on the 
Twentieth Century Limited.

OSSINING, April 23.—Fearing more 
serious trouble as a result of the strike 
of 180 convicts In the knitting depart- 
ment of Sing Sing Prison on Wednes- 
day, Warden Clancy shut the men up 
in their cells to-day. He started an in- 
vestigation also into the cause of the 
strike, and attempted to determine the 
origin of the fire which destroyed the 
enameling building early yesterday 
morning with a loss of $2,000. Some of 
the men who were guestioned asserted 
that they nad retuged to work because 
the food served for dinner on Wednes- 
day was poor. Others protested against 
the action of Gov. Glynn in refusing to 
sign the Parole bill, which would have 
permitted prisoners to apply for parole 
after one year’s imprisonment, 

Warden Clancy this afternoon said he 
thought that the fire in the enameling 
not of incendiary origin. 
An investigation, he said, showed that 
the building had been deserted py the 
convicts several hours before the blaze 
started. 

The discontent among the men, said 
the warden, had been smoldering ever 
since the Parole bill was killed by the 
Governor. Muny of the prisoners, he 
said, had been sullen and hard to han- 
die. There was a good deal of growling 
and groaning and jeering yesterday, 
but no serious outbreak occurred, Fur-

Applications for seats for the inter- 


national polo games on June 9 and 138 
have been unprecedentedly large and 
every seat on the west stand has been 
disposed of, the application for seats 


having been far in excess of the capac- 
ity of the stand with its 412 boxes and 
5.052 individual seats. Capacity of the 
stand will be increased by 60 boxes and 
2,000 seats, construction of which has 
been begun, and all of which have been 
sold in advance of their erection. 

Fully half of the seats on the east 
stand, which has a seating capacity of 
8,350, have already been disposed of and 
applications are still being received by 
ecores daily. Reservations on this stand 
were fixed at $15 for the series, and as 
was the case with the boxes and seats 
on the west stand applications for res- 
ervations have been almost exactly 
three times as great as for the gaines 
of a year ago. Allotment of seats will 
be made by the committee during the 
coming week and so far as possible 
seats held by people a year ago will 
again be allotted to them, where there 
has been a request for those seats. 

A proposition to erect a stand at the 
south end of the field, which last year 
was reserved for the farmers of Nassau 
County, is under consideration. Plans 
for a stand to accommodate 6,000 have 
been presented to the committee, the 
Idea being to sell these at popular prices. 
The erection of the stand has not been 
fully decided on, however, as the need 
for it has not yet been satisfactorily 
proven to the committee. In case it 
is not erected it is, probable that a 
smaller stand will be erected at the 
north end, between the playing and the 
practice fields, such as was in use a 
year ago. With seats for 15,874 people 
provided, the committee believes about 
all has been done that they feel author- 
ized to do, though the receipts for sales 
of seats last year aggregated $201,000.

Realizing | 
the very great importance of the question | 
involved, the commission bas unhesitatingly 
directed its counsel to take the case to the 
Court of Appeals; and counsel has also, 
under instructions from the commission, 
moved for a reargument before the Ap- 
pellate Division, which motion is now 
pending.
